METHODISTS LEAD 
N CHURCH GAINS 


Statistician Shows Last Year 
to Have Been One of 
Spiritual Growth. 


NEW YORK, April 4—Dr. H. K. Car- 
roll, church statistician, is out with 
some interesting figures regarding the 
growth of the church population tin the 
“ipited States during the year 1906. For 
many years Dr. Carroll was an editor 
of the New York Independent. Before 
that he was a preacher. Recently he 
has made a specialty of statistical work 
and is regarded as an authority in that 
line of religious investigation. 

The year 1906, according to his figures, 
was a good one for the churches, tf 
showed a larger gain than 1906, though 
still behind the gains of 1903 and . 
The total communicants now enrolled 
in the Protestant and Catholic churches 
of the United States are 32,233,638, The 
clergymen number 159,603; the churches 


207,707, 

Nearly one-third, or 11,000.000, of the 
total church members in the United 
States are Catholics, who, however, 
make their estimates by “parishes” and 
not from the church enroliment books. 

The records show that the Methodists 
made the largest gains in 1906—116,475. 
The Lutherans added 116,07, of whom 
about 100,000 were by immigration. The 
Baptist gains were 93,182. and Episco- 
palians, 19,228 Considerably less than 
half ef the population of the United 
States is thus shown to be within the 
professed iStowsnts of the church, The

JEFFERSON CITY, April 11.—The 
Missouri House of Representatives 
Republicans and Democrats alike, to- 


nt indorsed President Roosevelt for a 
‘rd term as President. 

‘he indorsement came as an amend- 
ment offered by Representative Oliver 
i umuscot County, a Democrat, to a 
resolu ion originating on the Repuwbli- 
can side, indorsing Roosevelt's corpora- 
tion policies. The indersement was car- 
ried by a vote of & to 6. 

Following the indorsement of Roose- 
velt, Representative Hughes of Calla- 
way County offered an amendment 
calling upon Roosevelt to return to 
the donors campaign contributions 
from corporations.

Representative Oliver, a Democrat, 
moved to lay the amendment on the 
This motion carried by a vote 
lof 69 to 46, the Democrats voting al- 
most unanimously for it and the Re- 
publicans against it. By tabling the 
amendment the original resolution 
was tabled. However, the vote on the 
Rooseveitt tndorsement ‘stands as 
showing that the indorsement car- 
ried, 

The House then, by, a strict arty vote, 
called upon President Roosevelt to retire 
from the race and indorsed William J. 
Bryan for President. The House was in 
a wild uproar during the consideration 
of the Bryan indorsement, which was 
carried amid the cheers of the Demo- 
crats. 

An attempt by the Republicans of 
the House to have that body indorse 
Presidemt Roosevelt's actions in his 
controversies’ with raliroad magnates 
brought forth fierce denunciations of 
the President by Democrats and de- 
fenses by Republicans. 

The resolution of indorsement was in- 
troduced by Representative Tubbs of 
Gasconade County, and was really a 
veiled attempt to indorse Roosevelt in 
his controversy with Edward H. Har- 
riman. 

Representative Barker of Macon 
County, in a brilliant address, reviewed 
the story of: the Roosevelt Ananias club, 
taking up each member in detail, and 
denounced Roosevelt bitterly. He also 
drew a picture of Roosevelt’s ride up 
San Juan Hill, ‘with the reins in his 
teeth and a revolve? in each hand, 
killing Spaniards by the score.’ 

Represontanve Tubbs defended Roose- 
velt and contended the resolution did 
not seek to indorse Roosevelt, but mere- 
ly his corporate policy. Representative 
Oliver of Pemiscot County, a Democrat, 
offered a resolution providing that the 
Republican members of the House in- 
dorse Roosevelt for a third term 45 
President. 

Representative Barker declared all the 
evidence adduced on Roosevelt's connec- 
tions with the corporations showed con- 
clusively that he had entered into an al- 
Hance with Harriman, Rockefeller and sf 
Pierpont Morgan, that_ Harriman dic- 
tated a portion.of the President's mes- 
sage and that Harriman was instructed | 
by Roosevelt to raise @ $200,000 cam- | 
paign fund from corporations to assist 
in electing the Republican ticket. Rep- 
resentative Willard of St. Louis, a Re- 
publican, defended Roosévelt and denied 
that corporation contributions were 50- 
licited by the Republicans, or that any 
promises were made to the corporations,
